\she ‘ steamed from’.a Staten Island 
berth. ta sea itgwas believed by the 
guard she soon ‘would return.. But in 
some way. the Standard got into New 
York Bay without attracting any no- 
tice until she started up the East River 
and was sighted by the Gypsy.

Crowded ‘Living Conditions Make 
Proper Care After Iliness Diffi- 
¥ cult In’ Homes, 


Approximately half of all jhe con- 
valescent homeg of the entire country 
are maintained in New York City, ac- 
cording to = survey just made by the 
Hospital ‘Information Bureau of the 
United Hospital Fund, which yester- 
day the distribution of a direc- 
tory convalescent institutions. De- 
spite the fact that New York City 
maintains approximately 50 per cent. 
of these institutions, the community 
needs more of them. 

“It ‘has been estimated,” said Dr, 
B. H. Lewinski-Corwin, director of the 
bureay, “that for convalescent pur- 
poses the community should provide 
for from 12 to 15 per cent. of its total 
hospital bed capacity. On this basis, 
New York City, with its 400,000 hos- 
pital patients —*— requires pro- 

vision for scents. In our 
total of a institutions 
of this kind we do not accommodate 
more than 30,000 patients.” 

Dr. Gewdnski-Corwin further e6x- 
plained that the. need for convalescent 
tacilities in New York City had been 
felt acutely as a result of economic 
and home conditions of 4 large part 
of the population, adding: 

“Our recent wart experience has led 
to the conclusion t the average pa- 
tient. who has b sufficiently ill- to 
require a hospital stay of three weeks, 
the average for acute diseases, has 
also been sufficiently ill to require an 
additional three weeks under obser- 
vation in a convalescent home or hos- 
pital. Cram housing conditions and 
lack of convenience make it- impossible 
for many people to obtain the care 
necessary for complete recovery at 
home. 

“Since the cost of constriction and 
maintenance of convalescent homes is 
considerably lower than that of hospi- 

als, sufficient facilities of this. kind 
would materially lessen the hospital 
bills of the community. 

“The present situation will - be 
somewhat relieved when additional in- 
stitutions, planned by the following 
organizations, are completed: Associa- 
tion for.

VARIOUS KINDS OF “ DISASTER.” 

It is the positive understanding in 
Washington that no farm legislation, 
except the bill to promote cooperative 
marketing, will ‘be enacted at the 
present session of Congress. This is 
the opinion of the Republican leaders 
in ‘both houses. It was made the sub- 
ject of an inquiry, or complaint, or 
threat, by Senator Bora on Saturday. 
After having. elicited the facts from 
Senator Wapswortu, he said:  ‘“‘If 
“some action is not taken, it will 
“mean disaster next Fall.” 

Doubtless what he had» in mind is 
political disaster. He thinks that the 
Republican Party will lose heavily in 
many Western States unless it can 
point to statutes in osterisible relief of 
agriculture. This is a belief which 
many political observers . consider 
justifiee. That it should so greatly 
trouble Senator Borax, however, is a 
little. puzzling. That be cherishes an 
intense desire for Républican discipline 
and Republican success in this year’s 
elections, had hardly been suspected. 
‘It has not, apparently, been bSought 
to the notice of those two regular Re- 
publican Senators, Mr. McKIN.Ley of 
Illinois and Mr. Lenroor of Wisconsin, 
whose re-election Senator Borau has 
been openly opposing. It would seem 
that their defeat would not. be con- 
sidere@’ by Senator Horan exactly as 
Pamcoverwhelming disaster. 

These. merely partisan ambiguities 
aside; “is it not possible that ill-con- 
sidered farm legislation, if persisted in, 
might involve some other and more 
important form of disaster? The 
farmers themselves cannot agree upon 
what they need or want. To force 
upon. them a-.measure ‘which could 
provoke among them only quarrels 
and. disappointments would certainly 
appear a disastrous thing to do. And 
it would be more than disastrous, it 
would be. calamitous,: to use party 
pressure, and to dangle before mem- 
bers of Congress the hope of winning 
votes, in order-to lead them to-favor 
legislation which in .their hearts they 
believe to be economically unsound and 
politically dangerous. With a ‘‘ dis- 
aster this Fall’* to either -party- the 
country ‘could put up. ,But the open 
abandonment of well-settled principles 
of lawmaking, and the launching out 
wpon'-an uncharted sea of class legis- 
lation and subsidies to special inter- 
ests, would be a real public disaster 
of. a sort to arouse in citizens who 
think beyond “the day’s. expediency a 
sense of grave concern. _

Normally, they should be 
pleased to see Feng out of the capital 
and a cessation of-: Russian .propa- 
ganda against themselves; If the pro- 
posal is, nevertheless, receiving serious 
consideration, it would be for the’rea- 
son that the ‘Powers are anxious to 
prevent the civil war from extending 
to. the Chinese capital. In the ma- 
tional turmoil it would.be a‘ practical 
advantage to have.a small neutralized 
territory. sheltering a Chinese Govern- 
ment of some sort, even if it is a 
shadow. Govérnment. Some formal 
representative of the Chinese nation 
must exist for the Powers to no busi- 
ness with. 

Nevertheless, the sounder considera~ 
tions militate against the plan, and 
the American Government is wise in 
disassociating itself from the proposal. 
In the first ‘place, the motives of the 
Powers are sure to be misinterpreted. 
The Chinese people have most to gain 
by the maintenance of a permanent 
régime at Pexing, but the Powers will 
be accused of harboring sinister de- 
signs., In the second place, the pres- 
ent situa‘’ sn is one calling for a mini- 
mum of outside interference. CHANG 
and Wu are now acting together. No 
one who has followed up the recent 
vicissitudes of China will care to pre- 
dict that the alliance will be lasting. 
Yét there is the possibility that the 
two. men, controlling between them 
by far the greater portion of China, 
may at last be impelled to cooperate 
for the restoration of national unity 
and the establishment of a stable ré- 
gime. The slimmest chance of recov- 
ery for the unhappy nation ought to 
be welcomed.

CONCENTRATING. THE COLLEGE. 
Harvard has now placed itself upon 

the lengthening list of colleges that 
require for entrance something more 
than- the test of a written examina- 
tion, Its reputation for, snobbishness 
has fiever been altogether just. Ad- 
mittedly its system of undergraduate 
clubs is unduly favorable t) men from 
the fashionable preparatory schools: 
but the policy of the Faculty has been 
steadily ‘democratic. Since the Civil 
War negroes of ability have. been wel- | 
d¢omed—with the result that Southern 
white students have preferred other 
institutions.’ Latterly President Low- 
ELL has resisted’ pressure from grad- 
uates who deprecate’ the. increasing 
proportion of Jewish students; he has 
insisted upon full recognition of in- 
dustry and ability. In 1922, when this 
pressure -was first severely felt, the 
Board of Overseers passed a resolu- 
tion that the traditional Harvard pol- 
icy of freedom from: racial or religious 
discrimination should’ be maintained; 
and, in announcing the present reform, 
the authorities point out that this pol- 
icy is to be in no wise impaired. 

The ‘additional entrance tests are 
wholly individual—a question of what 
the applicant is qualified to contribute 
to and to receive from undergraduate 
life. The ‘‘ commuting” student? will 
not be favored unless of exceptional 
scholastic ability. Living at home, his 
activity at-Cambridge is generally 
confined to library, laboratory and 
lectura room, so that. he ts unable 
to ‘become ‘an effective part of the 
college’ tradition in .many important 
manifestations. Also, the Entrance 
Board will use every available source 
of knowledge as to. the applicant's. 
personality and character—statements 
from his ‘preparatory ‘teachers aqd

Ever since the elder BraTtino placed 
and replaced CuarLes of Hohenzollern 
on the Rumanian throne, in the middle 
of the last-century, his name has sig- 
nified’ conservative statesmanship in 
Rumania.’ Ion, who is now about fifty 
years of age, took his father’s position 
as Premier in 1907, returned to office 
early in 1914, and saw his country 
through the first years of the war. 
He. resigned before the Armistice but 
returned to power after it, when the 


brother, VINTILO. Though the power 
of the Bratiano name ceased to be an 
influence among the people, the royal 
family clung to it as a protection—all 
save Crown Prince CaroL;, who; rather 
than join an Opposition which might 
end in ousting not only the protection 
but the protected, renounced his right 
of succession. Not even the political 
or personal enemies. of the BRATIANOS 
seriously question their honesty and 
integrity or their desire to do what 
they consider in the best interests of 
their country.

‘The 1926 budget was figured’ out by 
the Bratianos as 28,500,000,000 lei at 
the rate of $0.50 per hundred. When, 
a month ago, the municipal elections 
Showed that the Opposition would 
‘probably win, and the Premier offered 
his resignation So as to clear the air, 
the rate of exchange Gropped to $0.41 
per hunéred lei. An economic program 
such as is contemplated ‘hy the Opposi- 
tion cannot be put through for some 
time to come—until foreign bankers 
and: investors shaH have had time to 
look the ground over. Meanwhile, the 
deficit must be met, and the. natural 
way would be by an inflation of the 
currency. Thus at the very outsct a 
new Administration would find itself’ 
handicapped by what was practically a 
new debt, which might produce indus- 
trial _.restlessness..at home before it 
overcame financial suspicion abroad.

We realized 
that the coming struggle would cost 
money; we werg confident, too, that 
the money would he forthcoming, from 
the great mass cf the people.

They rolled in by tens of thousands, 
burying Congress like an avalanche.

back to our people in every State in| 


the Union, “Open f on _ the enemy,” 
until the final vote of submission, the 
country kept up a drumfire upon 
Washington. 

It was not manufactured sentiment. 

The sentiment was there. all right; 
what we did was simply to direct it 
where and in the manner in which it 
would do the most good. 
. We started off, early in 1914, with 
about ‘20,000: speakers, mostly volun- 
teers, all over the United States. They 
spoke, at every opportunity to, every 
sort of gathering. As the campaigh 
increased in intensity, the number of 
speakers also increased. During the 
final stages of the Wattle there were 
approximately 50,000 trained speakers, 
volunteers and regulars, directing their 
fire upon the ;wets in: every village, 
town, city, county and State, a vocal 
army — On the enemy -trenches. 

There was literrture, too, to be dis- 
tributed to thése speakers and through 
them to the rarfk and file of voters. 
We already had a big: printing estab- 
lishment’ at Westerville, Ohio, but soon 
became a bigger one, When ‘the 
fight got hot it became the biggest 
prohibition — Plant in the world.

While all this was going on, we kept 
informed daily: as, to what the wets 
were doing. ,We knew what their ar- 
guments would he every time they 
changed them, just as we knew in ad- 
vance the attitude of the recent Em- 
pringham Church Temperance Society 
declaration, and had it answered be- 
fore it was-made. We also knew, often. 
in advance, just what their plans were 
for influencing this, that or the other 
member of Congress.’: Whenever they 
opened up on a mentber of Congress we 
would. wire back to that member's 
State or district and tell the local drys 
to start.a counter-attack. 

They would do the rest. Within 
twenty-four hours a storm of* tele- 
grams -would ‘break over that mem- 
ber’s head and he would realize that a 
revolution had broken loése back 
home.

Under the terrific pacé our finances 
expanded. Our expenses gradually in- 
creased until they reached the greatest 
figure in our history, about $2,500,000 a 
year. That high leve] was’ not. main- 
tained, however, for after the fight 


was won’ our expenses dropped. 

- Ninety per cent. of the money came 
from persons who had pledged them- 
sélves to send us from 25*cents to $2 
a-month. In only oneé-case,-as I recall 
it, did the national organfxation ,re- 
ceive so much ag $25,000 a year from 
a single source and only five persons 
contributed §10,000 a year or more. -I 
am sure that none of the State organ- 
izations fared better. The money came 
from the little people of the country, 
just as the prohibition sentiment came 
from them. 

This money was spent mainly in edu- 
cational work and.in dry literature. 
The amount spent in influencing Con- 
gressional elections was go small that 
many persons, I fear, will find it hard 
to believe the figures when I state 
them. As I recall it, we spent less 
than $100,000 directly in electing drys 
to the Congress which voted to submit 
the amendment to the States. Tens of 
thousands of dollars were t for 
postage and telegrams. Millions of let- 
ters were sent out by the national and 
State headquarters to the field during 
the two or three years immediately 
preceding the submission of the. Eigh- 
teenth Amendment. Hundreds of thou-

PARIS, March 28.—The fall in the 
franc last week and the violent move- 
ment of the foreign exchanges 
Paris had no other specific cause than 
anxiety concernin,, the politica) situa- 
tion at home. The movement of the 
exchange market did not reflect any 
great increase in the actual export of 
capital from France; volume of ‘busi- 
ness in exchang: during the week was, 
in fact, very small, 

The continuous rise in sterling and 
the dollar was chiefly due, not to pur- 
chases of foreign drafts, but to excep- 
tional lack of offerings. Demands 
were not particularly heavy. French 
traders and private individuals, how- 
ever, already have considerable 
amounts of money and securities left 
abroad to their credit, but none of 
them follows the policy of converting 
such balances into francs under pres- 
ent circumstances. This simply ' re- 
flects the fear of furt: :r depreciation, 
but it necessarily prevents the normal 
demand for francs and -leaves the 
market without support on a selling 
movement. 

The Political Deadlock. ~ 


The market frankly recognized last 
week that, in view of the attitude of 
the Chamer o. Deputies, it will prob- 
ably be possible for Finance Min- 
ister Peret to s cure a vote for his 
turnover tax as projected in the 
budget. He is assumed, therefore, to be 
seeking a.. mpromise which would 
avoid a fresh Ministerial crisis. ‘ 

The only reassuring fact of the ait- 
uation, from the market’s. viewpoint. 
is that the Deputies seem to be more 
generally realizing that their inability 
to enact u fiscal bill is rendering them 
unp>pular in.the own constituencies. 
Therefore, the recurring question is: 
On what terms can an actual crisis be 
avoided? 

Discouragement in Financial Circles. 

Under existing conditions, the sense 
of uncertainty is complete and the fi- 
nancial world greatly discouraged. It 
is still held that if the budget were 
to be soon enacted public confidence 
would immediately be restored. It is 
recognized that the taxpayers will 
probably be discontented, whatever 
—* taxes are imposed, but it is not 

eved that the resultant attitude 
would deeply affect ** national ait- 
uation. 

Comment on the financial ‘markets 
last week was that the first thing 
needed is tranquillity in the financial 
situation, but that this’ cannot be 
obtained except through voting the 
budget bill.

in, 1918, and that of the plaintiff was 
‘‘Wornova,” registered in 1922. Ju 
Manton, who wrote the opinion of 
Circuit Court, said that the essence of 
wrong in the matter of competition ‘is 
that a defendant was ses ing off his 
goods as the. me ise of another, 
but “if a defendant so conducts his 
business as not to palm off his 
as those gf the. plaintiff he cannot be 
enjoined.’ 

The opinion . also’ said that descrip- 
tive words could not be used as trade- 
marks, and that the word symbols of 
the two terms in the case meant the 
same thing.
